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Trade  Surplus  Down  -  May’s 
agricultural  trade  surplus  slipped  to  $1 .2 
billion,  as  a  month-to-month  decline  in 
exports  was  much  greater  than  for 
imports.  But  the  surplus  was  7  percent 
higher  than  a  year  ago.  The  cumulative 
surplus  for  October  1 992  to  May  1 993 
totaled  $13.5  billion,  unchanged  from  a 
year  earlier  (table  3). 

Exports  Slow  -  Exports  declined  to  $3.4 
billion,  but  were  the  strongest  May 
exports  since  1 982.  Lower  grain 
shipments  accounted  for  most  of  the 
month-to-month  decline.  Exports  of 
animal  products  increased  on  strong 
sales  of  beef  and  poultry  meat.  Horti¬ 
cultural  exports  were  1 1  percent  higher 
than  a  year  earlier,  as  fruit  and  vegetable 
shipments  advanced,  led  by  gains  in 
melons,  peaches,  lettuce,  and  potatoes. 
October-May  exports  were  3  percent 
higher  than  last  year  at  $30.2  billion. 

Wheat  exports  totaled  2.8  million  tons, 
the  smallest  shipments  of  the  fiscal  year, 
but  much  larger  than  last  May. 

Shipments  to  the  former  Soviet  Union 
(FSU)  were  over  625,000  tons,  the 
largest  of  FY  1993.  Exports  totaled 
383,000  tons  to  Japan,  303,000  tons  to 
Egypt,  and  274,000  tons  to  China. 

Wheat  exports  for  October-May  totaled 
almost  25.3  million  tons,  4  percent  more 
than  a  year  earlier. 

Com  exports  fell  sharply  to  3.1  million 
tons,  well  below  the  5-year  average  for 
May  shipments.  Sales  dropped  to  1 . 1 
million  tons  to  Japan  and  390,000  tons  to 
Taiwan.  However,  deliveries  to  the  FSU 
rose  to  91 1,000  tons.  Corn  exports  for 
October-May  totaled  30.6  million  tons,  1 8 
percent  more  than  last  year. 

Soybean  exports  dropped  to  945,000 
tons  in  May,  but  were  stronger  than  last 
year.  Soybean  shipments  fell  to  Japan 
and  Taiwan  at  230,000  tons  and  145,000 
tons,  respectively.  Exports  rose  slightly 
to  Mexico  at  232,000  tons.  October-May 
soybean  exports  totaled  16.7  million 
tons,  12  percent  above  a  year  ago. 

Grain  sorghum  totaled  423,000  tons, 
about  average  for  May  shipments,  but  25 
percent  below  last  year.  Exports  to 
Mexico  were  360,000  tons,  slightly  over 
half  the  previous  month’s  shipments. 


The  remaining  exports  were  divided 
between  Japan,  Israel,  and  Turkey. 
October-May  exports  were  5.5  million 
tons,  1 0  percent  less  than  last  year. 

Cotton  exports  dropped  to  92,000  tons, 
25  percent  below  last  May.  Exports 
increased  to  20,000  tons  to  Korea,  and 
12,000  tons  to  Mexico.  However, 
shipments  to  Japan,  Taiwan,  and 
Indonesia  fell  from  the  previous  month. 
Exports  in  FY  1993  were  down  sharply  to 
Asian  and  European  markets,  by  44  and 
39  percent,  respectively.  But  exports 
were  over  300  percent  higher  to  Latin 
American  markets.  October-May  exports 
were  846,000  tons,  28  percent  less  than 
a  year  earlier. 

Imports  Steady  -  May  imports  totaled 
$2.1  billion,  unchanged  from  the 
previous  month.  Beef  and  dairy  imports 
each  gained  1 1  percent  over  the 
preceding  month,  but  total  animal 
product  imports  slowed  as  live  animal 
imports  fell.  Fruit  and  vegetable  imports 
were  lower  than  last  May  due  to  reduced 
shipments  of  orange  juice  and  processed 
pineapples.  Unmanufactured  tobacco 
imports  reached  $165  million,  the  highest 
of  the  fiscal  year.  Noncompetitive  import 
value  was  2  percent  above  last  May,  as 
banana  and  spice  imports  advanced. 
Coffee  imports  declined.  Imports  for 
October-May  totaled  $1 6.7  billion,  4 
percent  higher  than  last  year.  (Joel

Export  Share  of  Production  -  In  FY 

1 992,  about  1 7  percent  of  all  U.S. 
agricultural  production  by  farm  value 
was  exported,  slightly  higher  than 
1 991  ’s  1 6  percent,  and  the  first  gain  in 
3  years.  The  export  share  rose  for  both 
the  bulk  and  high-value  products 
(HVP).  Bulk  gains  occurred  in  wheat, 
soybeans,  and  sorghum;  while  HVP 
gains  occurred  in  meats,  apples,  and 
almonds.  With  1992’s  slight  gain,  the 
export  share  of  production  reached  its 
highest  since  1984.  At  17  percent,  total 
agriculture’s  export  share  remained 
below  the  20  percent  reached  during 
1980-82,  but  approached  or  exceeded 
virtually  every  other  year  since  1968.
